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CINDER TRUCKS 
ARE URGENTLY 



ON LOCATION WITH AN NFB 
FILM UNIT. 


You may have thought dust storms 
were things to keep away from, but 
a National Film Board producr, Law¬ 
rence /Cherry, spent nearly a week 
chasing them. In the Lethbridge area 
lie was in the middle of one that 
lasted nearly an hour. When the sto 
rm lifted his camera and his eyes 
were full of dust—but he ha dpictur¬ 
es which vividly described these sto¬ 
rms at their worst. As scenes from 
the NFIl’s production “Soil for Tom- 
morrow’ these pictures represent the 
prairies during the dry thirties. 

The trouble of the unit in making 
this film did not end, however with 
“shooting” the storm. They needed 
scenes of prairie farming thirty or 
forty years ago. old machines, some 
manufactured as early as 1912, were 
unearthed and put in running order 
by engineers of the Experimental 
Farm at Swift Current. Many older 
prairie residents watched with inter¬ 
est while a pioneer gas tractor, a 
separator and a steamer were used 
to harvest wheat once again. Tills 
harvesting of course involved anoth¬ 
er problem: men who ware t'uinilur 
with the maehlnee l»»«l to bo located 
bo that the threshing sequences cou¬ 
ld be re-staged. 

Another headache for the camera 
men was the filming of scenes shov¬ 
ing families moving from Bubmargln- 
al to better land. Actual scenes had 
to be reconstructed. In oue case this 
meant shooting pictures of a family 
on a new irrigated farm, and pack¬ 
ing everybody into cars for a seventy 
mile trip back to sttbmarginal land 
and the old run down farmstead, 
where more scenes were shot. 

Problems such as these kept the 
film unit busy during the four mou¬ 
ths spent on location filming “Soil 
for Tomorrow”. This colour film, pso- 
duced by the National Film Board, 
describes drought conditions on the 
prairies during the 1930's and meth¬ 
ods taken to prevent soil erosion. It 
will son be shown on theNFB’a Rur¬ 
al Cirluits.

The comnian man is always puzzl 
ed by the Inability of nations to put 
into practse internationally the prin¬ 
ciples which guide the conduct of 
good citizens. 

/Canadians who would share their 
last morsel with companions in com¬ 
mon peril, find It difficult to under 
stand why Canada, as a nation can¬ 
not go the limit in sharing food with 
the starving millions of the work 
They are not satisfied that our relat¬ 
ively great contribulons are great 
enough. 

For illustration: five Canadians go 
prospecting. They lose a canoe and 
a large part of their supplies. Food 
runs low and game Is scarce.. They 
shure their food to the last crumb, 
giving most to he weakest. Civilized 
men play he game that w r ay at the 
riBk of life. 

As a nation 12 million Canadians 
can close a far from hare national 
cupboard while millions die of starv¬ 
ation. 

In the case of the prospectors there 
is an immediate personal need and 
an inescapable duty. In the case of 
the nation there is an impersonal, 
foreign condition. But our principles 
demand that we open our eyes and 
hearts and our cupboards to save 
millions. 

Not only do we r»*t to share fully 
the food we haev; we encourage our 

own unemployed people to sit by in 
idleness when they should be produc¬ 
ing food. We prevent production 
from ouridle land by shutting the 
nation’s doors on the millions who 
would come in and grow food, share 
it with us and feed the starving peo¬ 
ples of the world. 

Tho cause of war lies in the fail¬ 
ure of nations to givceffect to their 
principles. The cause of the next war 
is right here in Canada, as well as 
abroad. The only effective means 
Canadians can employ to avert the 
war, is in their own hands. Canad¬ 
ians and Americans must put their 
principles more fully into practise or 
perish by their own atomic sword.

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Views Are Conflicting 


A National Need 


T»vo Specialists Have Very Diffcrem 
Ideas On Feminine Education 

Here are two conflicting views on 
feminine education: 

Sir Robert Watson-Watt, the in¬ 
ventor of radar, told the Women's 
Engineering Society In London that 
the reason there have been no Mad¬ 
ame Curies connected with radio re¬ 
search is. "the abominable character’ 
of education for women. Women 
who aspire to take an active part in 
"this highly technical world, in a cen¬ 
tury of atomic power," he said, ore 
taught a dash of botany, Home physics 
with the "phys ’ left out, a little 
chemistry with only mystery left in, 
and no mathematics which a girl 
could relate to life. And this despite 
the fact that women are particularly 
suited to radio work. There was 
room in peacetime wireless for tens 
of thousands of properly trained 
women, he declared. 

On the other hand. Dame Louise 
Mcllroy, specialist in mother-craft, 
declares that cookery is a far more 
important subject for girls than any 
other art, craft or science. Her pro¬ 
nouncement followed an assertion by 
Sir John Orr, dietetic expert, that 
fifty out of every hundred workers 
are suffering from malnutrition. 
Dame Louise says the percentage is 
much higher than that, and doesn't 
stop with manual workers. Profes¬ 
sional men and women, forced to eat 
hastily and irregularly or badly 
cooked meals find their mental and 
physical capacities reduced, she says. 
Therefore, teach all girls to cook be¬ 
fore bothering with other subjects.

Every human society has within 
itself the seeds of its own dissolution.

their power, insidiously sapped the 
very foundations of mighty nations, 
laying waste the triumphs and 
achievements of centuries.

Long Flights 


Birds From Canada Travel Great 
Distances, We Are Told 

The aeroplane is rapidly convert¬ 
ing man into a cosmopolitan travel¬ 
ler—a status long enjoyed by the in¬ 
veterate travellers, the birds. 

L. L. Snyder of the Royal Ontario 
Museum states thnt some of our 
common shorebirds nest within the 
Arctic circle in the summer, and yet, 
in our winter, are to be found at the 
opposite end of the earth. The Least 
Sandpiper, for instance, a sparrow¬ 
sized bird, may nest in northwestern 
Alaska in summer and spend the rest 
of the year in the tip of South Am¬ 
erica. Very great distances are 
travelled also by certain plovers and 
sandpipers. 

Distance is not the only remark¬ 
able feature of the annual flights of 
shorebirds. As a rule, adult birds 
migrate separately, departing before 
the young birds. 

Canadian shorebirds may visit 
Europe and Asia as occasional strays 
turn up in Englund. Some which nest 
in the Aleutian Islands of Alaska 
may regularly go south via the 
Asiatic coast.

The Comet Line ran from Belgium 
overland across the Pyrenees to 
Spain, and along it hundreds of 
Allied airmen, soldiers, and sailors 
were helped to safety from German- 
occupied Europe.

The scientific development of sport¬ 
ing equipment has been very pro¬ 
nounced during the past half century. 
Firearms and ammunition have been 
so improved that it is now com¬ 
paratively easy to shoot with accur¬ 
acy and deadly effect. 

In the days of the sling-shot, the 
bow and arrow* or the old muzzle- 
loader the odds against game were 
not so heavy. If the first shot was 
unsuccessful the quarry had a better 
than even chance of getting away. 
It took time to prepare the sling, fit 
the arrow or tamp the powder. To¬ 
day these antiquated weapons have 
given place to automatic firearms, 
pump guns, fast bolt action maga¬ 
zine rifles and for greater accuracy 
telescopic sights. These rapid-fire 
weapons are deadly, and have greatly 
increased the advantage of the 
sportsman.

S-ed Protection and Conservation 

Famine again stalks the earth. 

In Europe and the Far East millions 
of peoplo are in peril of starvation. 
To case the threat of world-wide 
famine Canada is trying to export as 
much food as possible. This spring, 
therefore, prairie farmers are urged 
to protect and conserve their seed- 
grain supplies. 

Seed Protection. Seed treatment 
is seed protection. Proper treat¬ 
ment of cereal seed not only controls 
the destructive surface-borne smut 
diseases, but also protects the seed 
and young seedlings from soil- 
inhabiting organisms that cause seed 
decay, pre-emergence blight, seed¬ 
ling blight, and root rot. 

It is our firm belief that all seed 
of wheat, oats and barley should be 
treated this spring unless the farmer 
is satisfied that his seed i3 strong, 
undamaged, and free from smut. 

Seed Conservation. There should 
be no reluctance on the part of 
prairie farmers to do their utmost 
in conserving seed. Bushels of 
valuable grain can be saved if 
certain practical precautions are 
taken during seeding operations. A 
few of these arc: (1) Do not use 
leaky sacks or grain-boxes for seed; 
(2) Lift tbo seed drill whenever it 
is possible to savo grain; (3) Avoid 
sowing seed too deeply or thickly; 
(4) Maintain the seed drill in good 
working order. Watch individual 
grain drills for skips, misses, etc.; 
and (5) Treat enough seed for your 
1940 planting requirements only. 
Seed treated with a mercury dust 
can net be used for commercial 
purposes or fed to livestock. 

Every farmer should realize that 
the actual placing pf bushcln of eced 
in tho soil Is an exceedingly im¬ 
portant farm operation. Accurate 
seeding means uniform stands, fewer 
weeds, more even ripening, and 
higher yields.

Coast Of Britain Expected To Be 
Cleared By June Or July

Water Well And They WU1 Live 

The secret of success in transplant¬ 
ing lies in keeping roots moist and 
so far as possible excluded from the 
air. No matter if the article being 
transplanted Is a tiny seedling or a 
ten foot ornamental tree that same 
rule applies. It is not the shock of 
moving so much as the roots dry¬ 
ing out that kills. 

To prevent this, nurserymen pack 
all roots carefully, usually in damp 
moss, and then to make doubly sure 
they wrap tightly in burlap or oiled 
paper. When this nursery stock is 1 
bought it should be kept in a cool, 
moist place until planted and, if pos¬ 
sible, in the case of big stuff like 
shrubbery and trees sprinkle some 
water over the packed roots to keep 
them moist.

BRITAIN’S NHAV HEALTH RILL 
Beginning possibly in August, ev¬ 
ery man, woman and child in Britain 
will have full medical, suigical, dent¬ 
al and optical attention — without 
payment. Those who want cpecl&l 
treatment will be able to get it from 
doctors of their own choice—but will 
have to pay for it. 

All anyone must do is register with 
the doctor to whom he wishes to go. 

Spectacles, dentures, drugs and 
medicines will lie provided at hospit¬ 
als. drugstores, and clinics. It will 
not lie necessary to go to health cen¬ 
tres for treatment, a doctor may 
work from ids own office. A doctor 
will not be forced to join the state 
Health service and if he does he can 
still take private patients.

WASHINGTON—A new plan to 
tackle Europe's terrific economic 
problems on a continent-wide basis, 
by setting up a United Nations re¬ 
gional office at Geneva, has been 
taken to Paris by James Byrnes, 
United States Secretary of state. He 
may present it to the foreign min¬ 
isters in a move to break the big 
power deadlock over the peace 
treaties. 

This was learned from persons 
familiar with all details of the pro¬ 
posal. They said that some of Mr. 
Byrnes’ top advisers in the state de¬ 
partment split over the plan and 
that Mr. Byrnes himself has not com¬ 
mitted himself to it. But he has in¬ 
dicated keen interest in it as a pos¬ 
sible solution to the stalemate con¬ 
fronting him at Paris.

REDUCTION ASKED 


Officials Believe There Will Be No 
Shortage In Canada 

OTTAWA. — Government officials 
said they believed no bread short¬ 
age will result in Canada from re¬ 
cent steps to increase grain ship¬ 
ments to starving countries. 

Commenting on a report from 
Chicago that a shortage of bread 
may be felt increasingly in the next 
few weeks, authorities pointed out 
that the one-fourth cut in United 
States domestic flour production was 
hardly comparable to the Canadian 
reduction of 10 per cent, from 1945 
supplies allowed for domestic milling. 

It was recalled that at the time 
the reduction was announced in Can¬ 
ada last March 17, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King stated that no short¬ 
ages were expected to result. 


New Zealanders Willing To Do With 
liPdK Food 

AUCKLAND, N.Z.— Widespread de¬ 
mand for stricter rationing to make 
more food available for Britain has 
developed in New Zealand with many 
persons contending the government’s 
introduction of a campaign for in¬ 
creased food conservation is insuffici¬ 
ent. 

New Zealanders are rationed in 
meat, butter, sugar and tea and re¬ 
strictions exist on consumption of 
other foodstuffs. But the rations are 
large compared to those of Europe 
and from many quarters have come 
demands that rations be reduced to 
compel all to economize. 

The government already has urged 
the saving of food coupons to re¬ 
lease extra quantities for Britain. 
The campaign also has advocated 
prevention of waste, an increase in 
the despatch of private food parcels 
and increased production.

LONDON.—Walter Nash, deputy 
prime minister of New Zealand, said 
at a press conference jjfter the first 
session of the commonwealth con¬ 
sultations, that a central common- 
wraith body was necessary and could 
be attained. 

Mr. Nash, who also holds the 

finance portfolio in his country, said 
he was “scared” of a central body 
for the dominions which would be 
able to commit parliaments to de¬ 
cisions. However, he said common¬ 
wealth organization has been loose 
and it is necessary for the dominions 
to go along closer together. 

“We want something regular, not 
only imperial conferences,” he added. 

He was reticent about actual dis¬ 
cussions with Prime Minister Attlee, 
Foreign Secretary Bevin, Viscount 
Addison, dominions affairs secretary, 
Prime Minister Chifley of Australia, 
and Dr. Herbert Evatt, Australian 
foreign affairs minister, along with 
dominions’ representatives resident 
in London and the chiefs of the do¬ 
minions’ armed services. 

Developing his discussion of a 
central body, Mr. Nash said he be¬ 
lieved the commonwealth could find a 
way of central consultation so that 
parliaments could ratify whatever 
action was needed. His view was 
that the commonwealth was more in 
favor of a central body than in the 
past. 

The New Zealand leader, sub¬ 
stituting for Prime Minister Peter 
Fraser, said the empire statesmen’s 
objective was a better world than 
that existing before the war. He 
doubted if “the United Nations spirit” 
was fully attained and said there was 
no hope of permanent peace if living 
standards varied widely.

They will meet with the British flax 
controller, visit producers’ organiza¬ 
tions, scutching mills, experimental 
and research institutions to obtain 
facts helpful to the Canadian indus¬ 
try. The delegates also will discuss 
with operators of spinning mills how 
best to handle the Canadian product, 
and how to develop a market for 
Canadian flax fibre seed, second to 
none in quality. 

The delegates will be J. W. Mae- 
Kay, assistant flax fibre admin¬ 
istrator; R. J. Hutchinson, chief of 
fibre division, Ottawa experimental 
farm; and J. G. Morazain, secretary, 
National Flax Council, Montreal. The 
visit will include the United King¬ 
dom, Northern Ireland, France, Bel¬ 
gium and Holland, returning to Can- 
! ada in June. 


BELOW ESTIMATE 


Australia Is Likely To Be Short On 
Wheat Exports 

CANBERRA.—Australian exports 
of wheat iif Hie next few' months 
are likely to be millions of bushels 
below the 37,000,000 bushels the 
famine emergency committee pro¬ 
posed that the commonwealth export 
before the end of August, official 
sources said. 

The informants said that accord¬ 
ing to present indications Australia 
would be able to ship at least 20,- 
000,000 bushels between now and 
Aug. 31 but would not be able to 
reach the 37 , 000 , 000 -bushel mark. 


WOULD BE WELCOME 

PRAGUE. — Czechoslovakia and 
Austria, which have become sharply 
aware through Canadian relief assist¬ 
ance and the Canadian war record of 
the Dominion’s new position in the 
world, both would welcome Canadian 
diplomatic representation in their 
capitals. Canada has no mission or 
legation either in Prague or Vienna. 


PAVING W AR DEBT 

AUCKLAND. N Z - New Zealand 
has arranged to repay to Britain the 
equivalent of $64,800,000, the amount 
of the last outstanding overseas loan 
raised to finance her part in the Sec¬ 
ond Great War. The balance of 
money borrowed abroad previously 
had been repaid.

TORONTO.—Eleven Toronto police 
horses went on the auction block and 
brought in $3,925. Sale of the horses 
followed a police commission decision 
to cut down its mounted division and 
use the proceeds to buy motorized 
equipment.
